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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 -1 8 and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Brener et al. US 5,476,882. 

3. This patent teaches the stabilization of polymer microparticles. These 
microparticles are seen to read upon the claimed polymer carrier in that they are formed 
by heterophase radical polymerization and can have a particle size falling within the 
scope claimed, see column 2 lines 11-22, column 36 lines 54-68 and the claims. 
Polymerizing the microparticles in the presence of a light stabilizer is discussed in the 
abstract as well as column 1 lines 55-57. The use of the dispersion as a constituent in 
powder coating compositions (requisite claims 20 and 21) is suggested at column 41 
line 64 through column 26. The only difference between the claimed invention and the 
art is the weight ratio of light stabilizer to polymer carrier. The claims recite 100 parts 
light stabilizer to 100 parts carrier. This is seen to read on compositions containing 50% 
light stabilizer and 50% carrier polymer. The art teaches 0.1 to 30% light stabilizer 
relative to the monomers, see column 36 lines 62-63. The art does not teach away 
from, or any disadvantages, for using more than 30% light stabilizer. It is reasonable to 
deduce that this is the amount at which economically viable compositions are obtained. 
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One of ordinary skill would be motivated to use more than 30% light stabilizer in the 
event that cost were not a concern. The art does not teach that 50% or 60% (as 
requisite claim 3) are unobtainable or undesirable. As such, the claimed ratio is 
considered prima facie obvious. 

4. The declaration has been fully considered. This compares compositions 
prepared while polymerizing the carrier in the presence of the light stabilizer with those 
having the light stabilizer add subsequent to the polymerization. This is not relevant to 
the rejection of record. The art shows the polymerization of the carrier in the presence 
of the light stabilizer.
